Sept. 28 and 29 on the west shore of Liaoti 
promontory, near Pigeon bay, according toa 
report brought by Chinese who left Port 
Arthur Sept. 30. 

The Russians apparentl; are attempting 
to capture the heavy guns which the Jap- 
anese have mounted in that vicinity. The 
Russians were in considerable force and 
they made several! sorties, dragging field ar- 
tillery with them.

They further say that the Russians lost 
heavily during the attacks of Sept. 19 and 
Sept. 23, but the Japanere loss was much 
heavier. One of the coolles, who bad been 
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a water carrier, showed a wounded hand that » 
he received Sept. 22. He and. four compan- 
fons went to a well in the center of the town. 
A Bud killed three of his com-— 
parifons and wounded the fourth one. 

The Russian ships were silent during the 
battle and the hitherto unused merchant 
ships were, as a result of the fight, turned 
into hospitals. 

Large Number of Dead. 

Several of the Chinese who were employed 
in carrying dead say that the dead were so 
humerous that they were unable to form any- 
thing like an estimate of the number who fell 
in attacking and defending the supplement- 
ary forts near Itz mountain.

After months of 
preparation and severa] false starts, it is 
believed that the squadron is at last on the 
eve of its departure upon its long journey.

Equal to Togo’s Fleet. : 

It is realizedthat the squadron, which on 
paper is about equal in fighting strength to

While hopes are still entertained that Port 
Arthur may be able to hold out until the ap- 
pearance of the Baltic fleet, the question of 
the fall of that stronghold does not, ap- 
parently, enter greatly into the calculations 
of the admiralty.

> “©The leading spirits in the fraudulent 
transactions brought to light,” said Secre- 
tary Hitchcock, “ are mostly men who have 
occupied positions of influence and high 
standing, both socially and politically, and 
many of them are men of large wealth. 
They have thrown many obstacles in the 
way, which have requjred time, patience, 
constant effort, determination, and courage 
on the part of those having charge of the 
investigation to overcome. They have dili- 
gently sought, in season and out of season, to 


to control its results favorably to them- 
selves, 

_ ** While only about eighteen months have 
tlapsed since the investigation. was com- 
menced the practical results thus far at- 
tained are both gratifying and encouraging. 


Indictments Sustained. 


“The indictment in February, 19038, in the 
District of Columbia, of Frederick A. Hyde, 
John A. Benson, and Henry P. Dimond of 
San Francisco, Cal., and Joost H. Schneider 
of Tucson, Ari., under section 5,440 of the 
revised statutes, for conspiracy to defraud 
the United States of large quantities of its 
public lands, and the indictment in Decem- 
ber, 1902, in the District of Columbia of John 
A. Benson for bribery of public officials in 
connection with such conspiracy, have been 
sustained. The leading spirits in this con- 
spiracy are Hyde and Benson, and their 
scheme to defraud the government was of 
gigantic proportions. It involvéd an attempt 
to secure titles to hundreds of thousands of 
acres of the public lands of the United States 
in the various public lands states and in the 
territories of Arizona and New Mexico. 

“While hundreds of thousands of acres 
of public lands were involved in the scheme, 
only a small portion thereof—less than 40,000 
acres—had been patented at the time of the 
discovery of the fraud. The fraudulent 
business of the conspirators has been com- 
pletely broken up and their nefarious p 
tices are now at an end.” 


_ Gigantic Conspiracy Broken. 

“As an immediate and important result 
of the investigation this gigantic combina- 
tion and conspiracy has been broken up, and 
its power for evil doing in the future utterly 
destroyed. As further and ultimate results 
the fraudulent selections will all be canceled 
and the lands covered thereby restored to 
the public domain, and it is the confident 
belief of the secretary of the interior and of 
the officiais having charge of the prosecu- 
tions growing out of the investigation that 
the guilty parties will be convicted and such 
punishment meted out to them as will not 
only be commensurate to the magnitude of 
their crimes but will serve as a warning to 
evildoers in the future,’’

in check. In the fierce rush that followed 
the opening of the doors seven women fainted 
and scenes of an unusual character were 
enacted throughout the sérvice. 

It was something like a bridge crush. Two 
hours before the doors were opened the 
crow@ began to gather before the church, 
and increased so rapidly that Capt. Mc- 
Nally and twenty-five patrolmen were sent 
to the scene. The police worked bravely, 
but the crowd, though orderly, was insistent 
to a marked degrée, and ignored the com- 
mands to stand back. 

The pews were kept for the regular hold- 
ers, but when the doors were opened the 
crowd rushed here, there, everywhere in the 
greatest confusion. The ushers were swept 
before it as straws in a swollen stream, but 
they managed, at length, with some trouble, 
to bring order out of chaos. The bulk of 
the crowd soon occupied the free pews and 
extra benches, while the remainder were 
massed standingintherear. 

The first person to faint wasan old woman. 
She had scarcely been picked up by the ush- 
ers when a girl swooned away. In quick 
succession seven fainting women were car- 
ried from the church and cared for by the 
police. These incidents caused some com- 
ment, but they were forgotten when the 
archbishop appeared in the processiona! 
march. 

The archibshdp walked with Dr. Morgan 
Dix, the rector. He wore the full bishop's 
robes, with the red hood of the university 
degree. After the creed the wardens and 
vestrymen of the parish were called into the 
church by the rector and presented to the 
archbishop. On behalf of the vestry Col. 
William Jay, the junior warden, read an ad-

The reading of President Samuel Gompers,’ 
letter, informing the local body that.it could 
not appeal to the convention for a decision 
of the Franklin union controversy until that 
organization had been expelled, brought out 
the deflance. J. W. La Vine, who presided, 
told the delegates the communication meant 
that the Chicago representative would nof 
be seated in the San Francisco meeting if 
the instructions were not complied with. 


May Cost Federation Charter. 
“That plainly is the issue,”’ Delegate 
Johanson of the woodworkers. “If we in- 
sist on keeping the Franklin members our 
charter will be revoked. If you do not believe 
in the American federation be ho enough 
to say so. Defy it or ignore it.”’ , 
Treasurer Robert Nore of the federation 


—_ the local body to stand by the press- 


eeders. 

“If they want our charter, let us send it 
back and pay the express charges,”’ shouted 
a delegate, “ They can have it and wel- 
come.”

SIR WILLIAM VERNON HARCOURT. 
The late Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
was just such a speaker as the Eaglish house 
of commons delights to bear. A huge man, 
with a big head and red face, without the 
beard that fringed his chin he would have 
looked a-typical John Bull. His gestures 
were ungraceful, but forceful and pictur- 
esque. His loud, strident voice could be 
heard on the farthest benches. The poetical] 
quotations with which he garnished his re- 
marks had no disturbing novelty. As Dis- 
raeli said of Sir Robert Peel, Harcourt never 
_¢ gave the house any quotation that had not 
been recommended by frequent repetition. 
Harcourt’s old leader, Gladstone, was 
fond of ratiocinative hair-splitting. Har- 
court used only knock-down arguments 
which the simplest country gentleman could 
comprehend. He had not much learning, 
but he had a remarkable talent for getting 
up @ good case on short notice and a sarcastic 
tongue and confident, overbearing manner 
with which he set his followers to cheering 
and threw the enemy into confusion when 
he got caught with a bad case. 
may be disadvantages as well as 
advantages gbout having a rasping tongue 
and overbedring manner. They helped 
make Sir William one of the most formid- 
able of modern parliamentary debaters. 
But they cost him the premiership. They 
made him enemies and caused him, despite 
his achievements as a finance minister, to be 
regarded as a good fighting man, a “ swash- 
» buckler,” as he was called by his opponents, 
rather than as a sound, able statesman. The 
consequence was that, when Mr. Gladstone 


retired in 1894, Sir William was disappoint- | 


ed In his expectation of becoming leader of 

the liberal party and prime minister. Lord 

Rosebery, a less provocative man, was 

chosen in place of him. It was a big price 

to pay for the pleasure of calling hard names 
: and making cutting remarks.

An attempt to 
push up prices when consumption is only 
moderate will discourage buyers and hurt 
business. The steel men are continually get- 
ting new orders, because they have put 
their goods within reach of consumers. 

As the gathering in of the crops goes on 
jobbing and retail trade grow more active. 
The large and small merchants fee! in bet- 
ter spirits than they did a year ago. The 
money which is being shipped to the west 
and south to move the crops will be mostly 
sent back in payment for groceries, hard- 
ware, clothing, and other necessaries. —

Two or three years ago bitter complaints 
were heard throughout this country from 
men who were over 45 years of age. They 
said it Was impossible for them to get jobs 
when out of work. The employers said they 
would have none. but young mep.. The loud: 
est complaints were heard from bookkeepers 
and clerks. Today a more restricted em- 
ployment line is being drawn, and working- 
men are the sufferers. | 

The Carnegie Steel company gave notice 
recently on reopening some of its plants 
that in certain departments no men over 35 
would be employed. The Pennsylvania rail- 
road has gone farther than that by discharg- 
ing a number of road and shop men and sta- 
tion employés because théy were hired after 
they had reached that age. Labor leaders 
see in this action a blow atthe unions. They 
are apprehensive lest other great employers 
of labor will proclaim the same policy. 
Then what will become of the middle-aged 
men who usually have families dependent 
on,them? They are the conservative men 
whom an employer should wish to keep. 

If a large employer were to announce 
when he began business that he would hire. 
none but young men, because he wished to 
train them ap to do his work as he wanted 
it done, and desired them to remain in his 
employ, if they pleased to do so, until they 
were quite worn out; there would be no 
ground for fault-finding, That is the policy 
of banks and mercantile houses. They se- 
lect young people who grow up in the esfab- 
lishment. 

The Carnegie Steel company and the 
Pennsylvania road do not say that that is 
their policy. For all that ig known to the 
contrary it may be that they bélieve more 
work can be got out of the average man of 
25 or 35 than can be got for the same wages 
out of the average man of 40 or 45. Gener- 
ally speaking, that is not the case. The 
older men, if they have taken any care of 
themselves, are not deficient in physical 
vigor, and have had more experience than 
their juniors. Experience counts for a great 
deal in all trades.

to share. 
Rotten row is the fashionable ride in Hyde 


park, and is reserved exclusively for pedes- 
trians, all carriages being barred therefrom

Albans, 


The strictness with which this rule is en- 
forced became the subject On one occasion 
of an amusing wager on the part of Admiral 
Lord Charles Beresford, in which the present 
| king, then prince of Wales, took part, being 
among the losers; Lofd Charles undertook 
that despite the vigilance of the police he 
would succeed in driving up and down Rotten 
row in the middle of the day. At the ap- 
pointed time a number of the members of 
the Marlborough and Turf clubs who were 
interested in the matter took up their sta- 
tion along the rail, which separates the walk 
from thé ride, and awaited the appearance 
of Lord Charles. They had been there for 
nearly an hour, and were just about to leave, 
convinced that Beresford had either backed 
out or else had been stopped by the police, 
when suddenly the driver of a watering cart, 
who had passed two or three times up and 
down the row to lay the dust, raised his hat. 
to them as he drove by, and disclosing the 
features of Lord Charles: remarked that they 
would be obliged to pay up, since he had wo 
his wager. 

This privilege of driving up and down Rot- 
ten row is hereditary, and was conferred 
> by King Charles H., along with the dukedom 
of St. Albans and the hereditary offices of 
registrar of the court of chancery and of 
hereditary grand falconer to the crown and 
master faiconer of England, upon his son 
by Nell Gwynn.

The recent discovery in the garrets of the 
Louvre in Paris of the stuffed charger which 
the first Napoieon is said to have ridden at 
the battle of Marengo should have the effect 
of calling the attention of the public to the 
fact that there are innumerable treasures of 
immense artistic and archeological value 
which He hidden away forgotton and aban- 
doned in the remote corners of the garreéts 
and the vauits of France’s great national 
museum. Somewhere in these vaults, or 
garrets, are the missing armse—or the frag- 
ments of the arms—of the armiess statue of 
the Venus de Milo, which is justly accounted 
the 
There have been so many bitter controver- 
sies and 80 much discussion 4s to the atti- 
tude of these missing arms, and as to the 
appearance of the statue before the loss of 
the two arms, that it has always been a 
source of wonder why no more exhaustive 
search has been made of the contents of 
those thousands upon thousan of cases 
and crates, both great and small, which nll 
to the ceiling the extensive vaults and the 
vast gafrets of the Louvre. It is true that 
these cases are being examined by degrees. 
But the progress of the work is 60 siow, arid. 
the quantity of boxes and crates so enor- 
mous, that fifty years or more may elapse 
-at the present rate of progress before the 
missing arms of the Venus of Milo are found. 


It seems that when the statue was discov- 
ered at Milo, the duke de Riviere, French am- 
bassador at Constantinople, and his nephew 
and secretary, the comte de Saint Maur, 
were present, and that, according to their 
Sworn statements, the statue, inetead of be- 
ing armless, as it is now, possessed two arma 
in prefect. condition, the right hand holding 
the apple which Venus had just received 
from Paris, while with her left hand she 
slightly raised the skirt of het robe in order 
to show her ankles to the young shepherd, 
who had been called upon fo decide as to the 
superior beauty of the three goddesses, 

Curiously vwnough it was Henri Rochefort, 
marquis de Lucay, an editor of the Paris In- 
transigeant, who first called attention tothe 
existence of these two sworn statements, the 
duke de Riviere having been his grand-uncle 
and the count dé Saint Mawr his uncie. 
Rochefort’s assertions were substantiated by 
careful investigation of the records at the 
National library and of the department of 
foreign affairs on the Quay d'Orsay. 


From these it- would appear that at the mo- 
ment when the sailors of the dispatch boat 
belonging to the French embassy at Constan- 
tinople were landed at Milo for the purpose of 
émbarking the statue they caught sight of 
@& number of pe'‘sants, who by orders of the 
parish priest, Orconomus, were endeavoring 
to cart the statue off, with the object, as it 
| Was afterwards ascertained, of taking it io 
the palace Of a pasha who resided in the 
vicinity. In the struggle which ensued the 
French sailors drove off the peasants. And 
then it was found that both arms had been 
broken off the statue by contact with the 
rocks. The statue was placed on board the 
dispatch boat Estafette, together with the 
parts of the broken arme, which were careful- 
ly preserved and crated, and they were re- 
ceived in duc course with the statue at Paris.. 
From that time forth until now they have 
been hidden away somewhere or other in the 
Louvre, never having been unpacked from

‘Too much of a good thing” would abou 
destribe “ Fantana’’ as it was presented 
at the Garrick last evening for the first time 
on ahy stage. The “too much” will be 
easily corrected—it’s deadly enemy, the blue 
pencil, will speedily put it out of existence— 
the *‘ good’ will remain unaltered, uniess 
it be changed to “ better,” and by the end 
of the week “ Fantana’”’ will be one of the 
best musical comedies we have had since 
“ Morodora” came to us. We have had 
better light operas, but no better musical 
comedies. 

It was considerably after midnight last 
evening when the final curtain fell, and the 
abundance of material caused the spectator 
to receive an impression of too much same- 
ness in the three acts of the piece—an im- 
pression which elimination of several num- 
bers will do much to remove, Comment on 
last night’s production must needs, therefore, 
confine itseif to the consideration of possi- 


. bilities rather than busy itself with finals. 


Layishness of production does not mean 
much in musical comedy at the present day. 
We have become spoiled in this matter and 
we take richness of costuming and gorgeous- 
ness- of scenic investiture as a matter of 
course. It is virtually impossible to sur- 
prise an audience in this year of 1 e 
spectacular resources of the stage have been 
about exhausted and -we are so biasé that 
what a decade ago would have been a nine 
days’ wonder is now accepted with scarce 
a round of applause. “ Fantana éontains 
nothing that is surprising in the matter of 
stage tricks—unless the forming of a boat 
from flags in the last act may be #o con-— 
sidered—but in beauty of costuming and in 
elaborateness of its scenic setting it certain- 
ly attains to the highest yet reached in 
musical comedy. 
The Japanese scehé in the second act, with 
the keeping of the costume coloring wholly 
in black, white, and gold, is one of the most 
beautiful. ever shown in Chicago, and the 
yacht in the last act is also a remarkable 
piece of stage afchitecture. Every éffect 
and property that could be devised to lerid 
effectiveness or novelty to the different 
scenes has been employed, and the only 
fauit the patron couid find with all this is 
that there is too much of such things. There 
is straining for effect, but the blue pencil 
will correct this, too, if Jjudictously applied. 
That the stage of the Garrick is too small 
for a production of such elaborateness as is 
“ Fantana”’ is a faet which even the pro- 
moters of the show Will realize. Wonders 
were accomplished last evening and it is 
yond question that much more will be done 
before the week is ended. The performance 
can be materially helped and the crowded 
conditions of the stage obviated, however,

Rich Men Continue to Buy, Their Atti- 
Being Basea@ on Crop Condi- 
tions, Railroad Earnings, and the 
Money Market—Im provement Shown 

in Mercantile Lines—Local Retailers 
Enlarge Orders and Outsiders Are 


Stock market conditions at the beginning 

of the week remain unchanged with most 
factors in favor of still higher prices.: The 
strongest people in Wall street are bulls. 
There is unanimity of idea that the corn crop 
$s made, that it is a big one, that money is 
plentiful, and that all conditions warrant a 
belief in great prosperity next year with 
the consequent effect on the values of securi- 
ties. 
Nearly two years of declining prices so im- 
pressed the general public with the bear side 
of the market that it is now siow to appre- 
clate the change which is taking place, ad- 
vantage of which is being taken by the inter- 
ests which for nearly three months have been 
on the buying side. Not yet has the public 
become a buyer in a broad sense of the word. 
"The rise has been in a manner that in pre- 
wious years invited public confidence. But 
the public mind appears to need a different 
kind of stimulant, for it persistently holds 
aloof, and now that prices have had such 
an advance the timid ones are afraid the top 
bas been reached. 

Those in touch with railroad earnings and 
with the steel and other large industries 
continue to buy and buy heavily. Chicago 
has been the home of men now prominent in 
the steel corporation afd in railroad organ- 
izations. They have for weeks bought Steel 
* preferred, based on a knowledge of the needs 
-of the railroads and their ability to satisfy 
them. Earnings are considered reassuring, 
and the business outiook promising. 

The money market has not as yet offered 
‘@ny obstacle to the present advance. The 
excess reserve of the New York banks is 
diminishing rapidly. but this fact hardly can 
be said to‘have had any material effect on 
interest rates. The tanks of the entire 
country are in the best possible condition, as 
banking goes, to meet demands, and so far as 
WNew York is concerned, there do not ap- 
pear as yet loans in such yolume as to excite 
distrust. From no quarter has there been 
made the suggestion that its financial insti- 
tutions are overexpanded in any particular.

WALL STREET AFFECTS LONDON

MONTH SETS NEW RECORD 
FOR A LOW DEATH RATE. 


Mortality in Chicago for Septembe~ 
Only 12.88—Fewer Patients in ine 
Hospitals. 


“September, 1904, takes its place in the 
vital statistics of the city as that of the 
lowest September mortality on record,’’ says 
the weekly bulletin of the Chicago health 
department, issued last night. 
of 1,985 deaths from all causes represents 
an annual rate of 12.33. The lowest previous 
rate for the month was that of September, 


per cent higher, while the average September 
rate for the previous decade was 15.40 a 
thousand, or nearly 20 per cent higher.”’ 

Smalipox caused seven deaths last month, 
against only one a year ago, while typhoid 
fever this year caused forty-six fewer, diph- 
theria twenty-six fewer, and nervous dis- 
eases twenty less than last year. 

Reports from the principal hospitals show 
a slight decrease of their population instead 
of the expected increase.
